The Rucker bill, an finally passed, makes
more stringent the cmmpsign publicity law
passed in 1910, That Inw requlres publicity
of funds after election. The Rucker bill
will redilre publicity of funds by the cam-
palgn commities ten days previous to alec-
tion and the flling of supplemental atate-
ments evers thres daye thereafter untll
